A fire broke out at hnif-past five on Saturday 
moming ina native opium house on the east 
side of the Fuhkien Road between the Iankow 
and Kiukiang Roads, shich would have been 
attended with fatal results but-for the prompt 
action of the firemen and police, as quite a) 
number of drowsy occupants, more or less un- 
der the effects of opium, had to be bundled out 
of the burning premises, ‘Two men dnd an ap- 
prentice lad jum ped from windows and sustained 
minor injures and werent once conveyed to 

the Shantung Road Hospital. The flames were 

barelydiscovered whenthey engulfed the whole 
building .and with: the light easterly wind 
crassed the somewhat narrow street and ignited 
the houses apposite, which were also of a most 
inflammable nature, ‘The heat between the 
two fires was intense,and the firemen had a 
iost difficult task to’ get the water to bear 
effectively on the fire, particularly as the pres- 
sure on ghe hydrants.was not at its best. The 
new fire engine Gem was brought into action 
for the first time but, unfortunately, owing to 
the great quantity of hose ‘required to reach 
from the’ distant hydrants, only one powerful 
stream .was detivercd by the engine. The 
fire, although fierce to a degree, was ably 
kept within the firewalls by the aid of 
eight well-directed streams and quickly, burnt 
itselfuut. One fireman in leading a bose over 
the tof of an adjacent house had a narrow 
escape from serious injury, having unknowingly 
stepped upon a sinall skylight which let him 
through the roof up to his armpits; another 
hadt his face ‘scorched whilst running between 
the two fires.» By half-past’ six the conflagra- 
tion was practically .extinguished, In all ten 
houses, which are Chinese-owned and insured 
in the Rayal for .Tls, 3,000, were’ destroyed.

No 
personal infuries are reported, Three other 
shocks were felt on thd mightof the tgth, “The 
area of disturbance was, roughly speaking, a 
triangle, of which the Gedch is the apex, and 
the railway stations ‘Tjisaat and Tjibeber are 
the base. The railway between Gandasoli and 
Soekaboemi was rendered useless... Sandang-

“The enemy hold a commanding position, 
from which we failed to oust him, ona hill to 
theeastward, knawn as Reservoir or Pepworth’s 
hill, where he fixed. up his‘ Lang Tom’ of 
imperishable memory—for, those of us who 
fistened to its screeching shells and -have been 
witness.of the futile efforts made by our naval 
guns to silence its demoralising fire. 

“Tbelieve a £10 note Js still, awaiting the 
-gunner who aims the shot which puts the thing 
definitely out of action.” The Powerfuls crew 
have more than once quieted it temporarily ; 
Bute when weare in our quarters ready to 
sitdown to a comfortable meal the big Boer 
gun playfully sends another shell shricking 
over the town ta show that he intends to come 
up smiling next round. :

[BY L.A. BRAYLEY HODGETTS.) |” 


More than twenty years have passed since 
the Russo-Turkish War demonstrated. to the, 
world whata lot of licking'the Turks could take. 
But notwithstanding the wonderful’ progress in 
arms of precision, it would scein that history

though on a much smaller scale, in South 

Africa to-day. Once again, as at Plevna and 

Sebastopol, earthworks play a dominant role,

the memorable words of old Suvoroff, the 

Russiun general,, who was the Javourite of 

Cathetine Ihe Great and the opponent: of 

Napoleon; “ Poulya doura, shtick molodyetz!” 

(“The ball is a fool, but the bayonet’ isa 

brick !") 

' T happened to be in Moscow during the Rus- 

.po-Turkish War, und was staying in the capa- 

city of whatis called a paying guest jna family 

whose traditions were all intensely military. 

The son was a grenadier, and distinguished 

himself at the’ storming of Kars, where he_was 

wounded, and received the St. George’s Cross 
for valour with the sword, a coveted honour, 
similar to our Vietoin Crass; and my host 
and hostess had numerous relatives and friends 
with all the various armies in the field.

I have before me 4 Russian work full of 1c. 
miniscences of Skabelef, from which 1 will 
. translate the following passage, which gives an 
interesting sidclight on Skobeleff’s method. 
Skobeleff had called together the non-commis- 
sioned officers of the Souzdal Regiment, and 
made them sit down in a circle while he 
addressed then. ble said 
The force of which you will form a part must 
find its way to ‘the enemy to-night with its 
drums behind it. You must march up to the 
trenches ap noiselessly ns possible. As soon 
fs you come within twenty paces of them you 
muat cheer, and the drums must beat the alarm. 
‘Then you must throw yourselves into the 
Arenches, bayonet _every_one you come 
drive he Turks away, and'captiie as many 
as youcan, I give three roubles myself 
ery gun'taken, The enemy's strength is 
in his muskets, Take his musket away from 
him and. he is nowhere. The Turks are 
not soldiers. “If you kill a. Turk. and 
leave him his gun, the enemy won't.inind a 
bit; they will find another, man -to' take his 
.. «place immediately, ‘As soon na you-see the 


Turks coming.an in large numbers, jump over 
the ramparis and Jigdown, “By not-fire, When’ 
the word is given, pour in your volleys, but not: 
otherwise, If there are tog many of them-you 
may retrent, but slowly, firing on them as you 
retire, Ifthe enemy dovs not ‘come for some 
time, fill up the trench with earth, When you 
retreat, you must not only bring your wounded 
_ back with you, but you must nor.Jeave your 
Aulled behind you cither, Remember, if-you 
leave but one man behind, you had better not 
shaw yourselves to me, “IL won't look at'you, 
The follawing: significant incident occufred 
during the third battle of Plevna. The’ attack 
had nearly reached ..the redoubts, - when 
A group of men, in the zone of fire, stopped 
short, lay down, and commenced firing. on the 
inexample was Jollow ab 
and larger numbers, The men who had almost 
reached the ramparts, also dropped dawn and 
opened fire, thus wasting thelr energy. Mus. 
ketry fire was poured in unceasingly. Suddenly 
$t left off. The handful of cowards had infected 
the whole attack. It was evident that the men

quantity of shells, rockets, etc. w th the object 
of burning and destroying the town (not. the 
fortifications), and so bringing about the sur 
render of the place by the adverse moral effect 
produced, With this view fire is directed upon 
the buildings occupied by the inhabitants and

WEAR, OUT THEIR ‘LNDURANCE.” 

It was the recognition of the fact that the 
population and civilian buildings must, 
during a bombardment, suffer as much or mare 
than the military defenders and defences, which 
in 1870, caused the Germans to hesitate so long 
before employing il aguinst Paris.
